Ed. Nelson hz\s a new idea for
guaranteeing world peace as well

as ‘a method of cancelling war
debts, which sounds logical, at
least to the layman who is not
privileged to sit in on the Geneva
conferences.

Says Nelson, “Each country in-
volved in the World war should
credit its - debtor nations one-
thirty -third of their war debts

each year s0 long us they do not
engage in war with any other na-

tlon,  This would guarantee peace
for thirty-three years and would
also cancel their debts. L]

“However, If any nation goes to
war with another nation without
first submitting its grievances to
a world tribupal, the entire
amount of its debts become due.
Domestic uprising are exempted
from the latter provision.

“After the thirty-three year
period, permanent peace could be
guaranteed by having each nation
place a large ecash fund in a
world bank. Major nations such
as the United Sfates could deposit
a billion dollars, and smaller na-
tions proportionate amounts. 1In
the event of strouble between na-
tions, this fund cowld be used to
enforce peace and the nations e
gaging in war would forfeit their
cash deposits in the world bank.”

Nelson argues that this plan
would discourage competitive arm-
ament as a world-financed police
force would make costly armies
apd navies of the Individual na-
tions unnecessary, Only sufficient
